DAR HEARS TALK 
ON WAGON ROAD 
BY D. C. JACOBS 


An address on "The Pittsburgh- 


Philadelphia Wagon Road" by D. 
C. Jacobs of Arendtsville was the 
feature of the March meeting of the 
Gettysburg chapter of the Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, 
which was held Friday afternoon at 
2:30 o'clock at the home of Mrs. 
Henry W. A. Hanson. A meeting of 
the executive committee preceded 
the general session. 


Mrs. C. E. Bilbeimer, the regent, 


presided. 
Reports of officers and 


committee chairmen were given. 


Mrs. C. Ross Shuman, chairman 


of the committee on Americanism, 
read a clipping telling how the. pro- 
prietors of the F&T Lunch, former 
citizens of Greece, but 
recently 


made American citizens, had given 
the gross receipts of one of their best 
days to the Red Cross war relief 
fund. 


Miss Alice Black and Miss Eliza- 


beth Woods reported, on the "ac- 
quaintance" tea recently held in 
York for the members of the six 
chapters which will be hostesses to 
the state conference next October 
12 to 16 in York. 


Nominating Committee 


Mrs. Bilheimer read a letter re- 


garding the Continental Congress 
to be held in Washington, April 20 
to 24. The Pennsylvania luncheon 
will be on April 22. Pennsylvania's 
project will be the new service wing 
at Kate Duncan Smith. Last year's 
projects, "Penny pines," the class- 
room at Kate Duncan Smith school 
and the Red Cross blood plasma unit 
have all been completed.

Indian Trails First 


Mr. Jacobs was then introduced. 


He showed three-original maps of 
Adams county, the first made by 
Scull in 1749 for the descendants of 
William Penn; the second, also by 
Scull, printed in 1770, and the third 
made for Mifflin, first governor of 
Pennsylvania in 1792. 


Mr. Jacobs said that the Indian 


trails usually were laid just below 
the summit of a ridge and followed 
the headwaters of streams to avoid 
fording. These later were widened 
into roads. He went on to say that 
Adams county is the only place in 
Pennsylvania comparable in im- 
portance to New England in colonial 
history. Hans Steelman, a Swede, 
was the first settler here. He was 
an Indian trader until he reached 
the age of 65. Hance Hamilton led 
men against the Indians and was 
the first sheriff of York county of j 
which Adams county was then a j 
part. Men from this county were 
the first to join Washington from 
south of long Island and west of 
the Hudson river, he stated. 


Roads tell a tale of need, the 


speaker said. The Indians followed 
the trails for food, then armies fol- 
lowed them in war and later came 
pioneers. More roads intersect in 
Gettysburg than at any other place 
in Pennsylvania, Mr. Jacobs de- 
clared.

sold at the Gettysburg postofflce 
during the month of February to- 
taled $7,598.25, it was announced to- 
day. 
Purchasers of bonds gave 


Uncle Sam $4,106.25 for securities 
that have a maturity value of $5,475. 


Stamp sales were up more than 


$400 over January sales. The Janu- 
ary figures for defense stamps at 
the local post office was $3,084.55. 
The total far last month was $3,492. 


The total bond sales through the 


post office represent only a part of 
the number sold throughout the 
county during tne month. Other 
postoffices and ail of the banks are 
also selling the bonds. No aggregate 
figures on county sales are yet avail- 
able.

FOR FIRE BOMB 


Arm bands and manuals for Get- 


tysburg's air raid wardens have been 
ordered and should arrive here soon, 
sector wardens and senior post ward- 
ens were told at a 
% meeting Friday

The air raid warning communica-

It is similar to sand in appearance, 
the police chief said, and is to be 
used in the same manner as sand 
in handling a fire bomb.

Victory Or 
Death Faces 
MacArthur 


Washington, March 7 (AP)— 


Military quarters here today 
were talking about the battle of 
Bataan BE a "death or victory" 
struggle for General Douglas 
MacArthur 
and 
his 
valiant 


fighting men, the odds for death 
or possible capture being heavily 
against those for ultimate vic- 
tory. 


Yet the fact that there was 


even a slight chance for tri- 
umphant survival of the Philip- 
pine force, as the fourth month 
of Pacific war opened, was re- 
garded as little short of a mili- 
tary miracle in view of what has 
happened to the defenders of 
Hongkong, Singapore and the 
Dutch East Indies. 


Actually, officers who have 


known MacArthur for years ex- 
plained the "miracle" in terms 
of thorough preliminary plan- 
ning for the defense of Bataan 
4oag'before t5e'wafTwganl-" Of 
equal importance, they said, Is 
the fact that MacArthur has 
out-generaled and his troops 
have out-fought the Japanese in 
every engagement to date. 


Eventually, perhaps MacAr- 


thur may have to withdraw his 
forces to Corregidor and the 
other forts guarding Manila bay. 
There tney should be able to 
continue the fight for some time 
longer la the last ditch hope 
that reimorceinents will be sent. 


"There is no doubt," said one 


of MacArchur's friends, "that he 
is determined to see the Philip- 
pines figiit through to the fin- 
ish. If he has any choice he 
will never leave—until death or 
victory. Only an order which, 
as a soldier lie would have to 
obey would get him out." 


But despite all the factors 


which thus far have worked in 
favor of die men who hold Ba- 
taan, the general belief in mili- 
tary quarters here is rhat when 
the Japanese get ready to take it 
without regard to their own cost 
in manpower they undoubtedly 
can do so. Even Corregidor and 
its satellite forts are not con- 
sidered impregnable. 


Situation Is Very 


Critical Dutch 
Officials Report 


Bandoeng, Java, March 7 (AP)—Japanese troops 


have broken through Bandoeng's northern defenses, 
it became known this morning. 


The situation of the western section of Java was 


admittedly critical, said Aneta, the Dutch News 
agency. 


Aneta said: "The breach occurred yesterday in 


defense lines on the northern slope of the famous 
volcano of Tangkuban Prahu. 


This was the first line of northern defense of the 


Bandoeng area of resistance. 


(This dispatch was timed at 10 a. m. Java Time 


of 9:30 p. m., Friday, EWT. It was about 13 hours 
between the filing and receipt at New York.) 


(CBS was advised today by RCA and American 


Telephone and Telegraph companies that all com- 
munications from Java had ceased.) 


The break-through was said to have been made 


in the face of fierce resistance on the part of Nether- 
lands-Indies forces which were described as "numer- 
ically far inferior."

The defenders were harassed continually by Japa- 


nese planes against which, it was said, "the Dutch 
can no longer put up sufficient resistance."

ning for the defense of Bataan 
long before the war began. Of 
equal Importance, they said, Is 
the fact th at M acAithur has 
out-generalcd 
and 
his

have out-fought the Japanese in 
every engagement to date. 
Eventually, 
perhaps MacAr­ 
thur may have to withdraw his 
forces to Corrcgidor and the 
other forte guarding Manila bay. 
There they should be able to 
continue m e light for some time 
longer in the last ditch hojie 
that reimorcem ents will te sent. 
“There is no doubt,” said one 
of M acAithur1 s friends, "that he 
is determined to see the Philip­ 
pines fig.it through to the fin­ 
ish. 
If lie has any choice he 
will never leave—until death or 
victory. 
Only an order which, 
as a soldier he would have to 
obey would get him out.” 
But despite all the factors 
which thus far have worked in 
favor of cive men who hold Ba­ 
taan, the general belief in mili­ 
tary quarters here is th at when 
the Japanese get ready to take it 
without regard to their ow n cost 
in manpower they undoubtedly 
can do so.

Critical Dutch 
Officials Report 


Bandoeng, Java, March 7 (A l*)— Japanese troops 
have broken through Bandoeng’s northern defenses, 
it became known this morning. 
The situation of the western section of Java was 
admittedly critical, said Aneta, the Dutch N ew s 
agency. 
Aneta said: “The breach occurred yesterday in 
defense lines on the northern slope ot the famous 
volcano of Tangkuhan Prahu. 
This was the first line of northern defense of the 
Bandoeng area of resistance. 

Java Time 
of 9:30 p. rn.. Friday, EWT. 
It was about 13 hours 
between the filing and receipt at New York.) 
(('BS was advised today by RUA and American 
Telephone and Telegraph companies that all com­ 
munications from Java had ceased.) 
The break-through was said to have been made 
in the face of fierce resistance on the part of Nether- 
lands-Indies forces which were described as “numer­ 
ically far inferior.”

What secret? .That- of de- 
scribing objects of real interest, 
athers, mothers, husbands, wives, 
children." 


Take the example of any great 


artist and you will discover that 
simplicity and naturalness comprise 
,he secret behind his or her art. I 
shall never forget Joseph Jefferson, 
whom I saw at the height of his 
career. Whatever part he played he 
was that part.

One of the greatest of all mod- 


ern writers was W H- Hudson. |f is 
fame rests mostly upon his beauti- 
fully written "Green Mansions," jbut 
my favorite is his "Far Away and 
Long Ago," or "A Traveler to: Little 
Things? The world -was slow in 
rendering tribute to this sincere .and 
beloved writer, but now, as we .read 
bis books and absorb the spirit; that 
he breathed into all that he wrote, 
we understand the secret — he wrote 
of the things that we all know about 
—the simple, the living things. • 


I used to read everything I came 


across that pretended to. explain the 
"secret of success." But I soon 
learned that there was no such 
secret. Success .is merely the 
achievement of what you go after, 
or the satisfaction of having made 
;he effort, though you may appear 
to have failed! Doing a thing lor 
the pure joy of itr isn't very far 
from triumph, if indeed it is not the 
greatest of all. triumphs!

"When she was _a little girl 
her parents took her to Paris where 
they lived for five years, before re-. 
turning to Philadelphia! In 1868 she 
returned to Paris with her. mother, 
and it was at this time that she de- 
cided definitely to become an artist. 
With this in mind she went to Italy 
and lived at Parma for eight montht- 
and from there she went to Ant- 
werp. Holland. It was 1874 before 
she finally returned to Paris. 


From Uicn on her rise to fame 


was comparatively rapid. In 1893 
she gave ixer first independant exhi- 
bition. 
She was chosen among 


women artists to decorate the Worn-: 
an's building in the Chicago exposi- 
tion. She painted a number of por- 
traits with admirable results, one of 
the most noted being that of her 
mother. For almost every picture. 
however, she chose the world-oW 
theme of motherhood, depicting 
mothers and babies in Intimate 
scenes, but in an original and simple 
manner. By competent critics she 
is esteemed the roost distinguished 
etcher, after Whistler, that America 
has produced. 


Mary Cas^att possessed wealth 


and an enviable position In the 
social as well as the art world. Dor- 
ing the latter years of her life she 
was an invalid, becoming almost 
blind. She died at Mcsnfl-Thcribu*. 
France. June 14. 1926. 


Pennsylvania, must indeed be

Today’s Talk 


By Qeorge Matthew Adams 


SECRETS 
I dare say we shall never get over 
the inward thrill of expectation In 
the face of sonic secret revelation. 
Secrets! 
Life's greatest adventures 
are spent upon gaining them. In 
some way or another. 
So full of mystery is the discov­ 
ery of a secret that soon it becomes 
one not at all. 
And yet some of 
the most open and obvious of secrets 
are passed by as though too com­ 
monplace for notice. 
In a brief essay by Denis Diderot, 
who died in 1784,1 came across tills: 
"One poet said to another poet: He 
will not go far, he has not found the 
secret. What secret? 
T h at of de­ 
scribing objects of real 
interest, 
fathers, mothers, husbands, wives. 
chUdren.” 
Take the example of any great 
artist and you will discover that 
simplicity and naturalness comprise 
the secret behind his or lier art. I 
shall never forget Joseph Jefferson. 
whom I saw at the height of Ills 
career. Whatever part he played he 
was thttt part. 
One of tile greatest of all mod­ 
ern writers was W. H. Hudson. His 
fame rests mostly upon his beauti­ 
fully written ‘Green Mansions.” but 
my favorite Is his ‘‘Far Away and 
U>ng Ago. ’ or “A Traveler in Little 
Tilings.” 
Tile world was slow in 
rendering tribute to this sincere and 
beloved WTiter, but now. as we read 
his books and absorb the spirit that 
he breathed mto all that he WTote, 
we understand the secret—he W Tote 
of the tilings that we all know about 
—the simple, the living things. 
I used to read everything I came 
across that pretended to explain the 
"secret of success." 
But I soon 
learned that there was no such 
secret. 
S u c c e s s is merely the 
achievement of what you go after, 
or the satisfaction of having made 
the effort, though you may appear 
to have failed!

Better Burn Some Oil 


I have received many letters re- 


cently telling me that engines of 
new cars are using oiL There seems 
to be a general impression that a 
good engine should not use oil at all. 


This doesn't jibe with common 


sense. How can the cylinder walls 
be properly protected unless some 
oil gets to their upper portions where 
heat is certain to burn the oil? In 
aviation practice it is understood 
that oil will be consumed, that this 
is part of the process of saving the 
engine excessive wear and tear. 
Automotive engineers have this idea 
for the latest car engines, but the 
public is slow catching up. So don't 
let it get you down, if the engine 
seems to burn a quart or two of oil 
per 1000 mites. You'll probably get 
more miles per car. 


Better Lock Your Car 


With things becoming scarcer, 


and some unscrupulous folk deter- 
mined to keep 'em rolling at any 
cost, there is more reason than ever 
to see that the car is locked when- 
ever parked in an unprotected place. 
It is possible to oreak'into tne lug- 
gage compartment through the in- 
side of some cars, and you doubtless 
have certain belongings in the glove 
compartment that you don't want 
to lose. In locking up, remember 
about the ventilating wings. These 
should be tightly closed and ad- 
justed so that they cannot be too
